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a  decade:  of  service:. 

/£T"EN  years  ago  the  School  took  the 
^^  most  important  step  in  its  de- 
velopment that  had  been  taken  since 
it  was  opened.  The  distinctive 
feature  of  a  Normal  School,  was  put 
in  its  proper  relative  position. 

A  building  of  eight  rooms,  admir- 
able in  every  respect,  was  provided 
for  a  school  of  eight  grades,  corres- 
ponding to  those  in  the  public  schools, 
and  a  corps  of  four  highly  qualified 
critic  teachers  was  decided  upon.  The 
chief  difficulty  confronting  the  trus- 
tees was  to  find  one  adequate  to  the 
work  of  organizing  and  conducting 
such  a  Model  School  together  with 
the  giving  of  instruction  in  Methods. 
There  were  not  at  that  time  many 
institutions    preparing  such  teachers. 

Three  candidates  were  taken 
under  consideration.  A  graduate  of 
the  New  Vork  Teachers'  College,  now 
a  part  of  Columbia  University,  was 
chosen.  She  had  previously  taught 
acceptably  in  the  schools  of  her  native 
town,  Lowell,  Mass.  Miss  Alice  M. 
Clarke  took  up  her  work  with  a 
breadth  of  judgment,  a  quiet  self- 
poise,  an  industry,  a  personal  interest 
in  her  pupils  and  a  knowledge  of  the 
interests  committed  to  her,  that  won 
the  confidence  of  the  School  at  the 
outset.  Among  the  Seniors  Miss 
Clarke's  opinion  upon  any  subject 
came  to  be  esteemed  almost  as  final. 
Her  appreciation  of  the  other  depart- 
ments   enabled    her    to    bring    up  the 


standard  in  the  professional  depart- 
ment without  arousing  a  spirit  of 
antagonism.  Harmony  has  prevailed 
among  the  teachers  in  the  Model 
School  and  between  that  branch  and 
the  other  branches  of  the  school, 
while  the  full  importance  of  the  pro- 
fessional department  has  been  recog- 
nized. 

Those  who  have  been  graduated 
within  the  past  ten  years  as  teachers 
have  borne  the  impress  of  Miss 
Clarke's  personality,  and  this  has 
been  a  potential  factor  in  the  high 
standing  conceded  to  them. 

Her  filial  duties  toward  her  aged 
mother  were  discharged  in  a  way  that 
was  ever  a  wholesome  influence  upon 
the  life  of  observing  students,  and  she 
was  always  ready  to  take  her  share 
of  the  burden  of  conducting  the  social 
life  of  the  school. 

Having  become  the  wife  of  Dr.  H. 
G.  Carmalt,  of  Mt.  Oliver,  Pittsburg, 
Pa.,  the  time  has  come  when  we  must 
say,  good-bye.  Mrs.  Carmalt  takes 
with  her  into  her  new  home  the  most 
sincere  good  wishes  -of  every  friend  of 
Indiana,  and  will  receive  a  warm  wel- 
come whenever  she  may  revisit  the 
scene  of  a  decade  of    work  well  done.

The   Trip   to   Washing'ton. 

We  left  Indiana  at  9:00  o'clock  on 
the  morning  of  May  9th,  arriving  at 
Washington  about  7  p.  m.  Special 
omnibuses  were  at  the  depot  to  con- 
vey us  to  the  Fredonia  Hotel,  where 
we  at  once  enjoyed  a  hearty  supper. 

The  visit  to  the  Congressional 
Library  that  evening  was  heartily 
appreciated  by  all.  As  the  Library 
closes  at  10:00  o'clock,  we  soon  re- 
turned to  the  hotel  to  enjoy  a  night's 
rest. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  notwith- 
standing the  rain,  we  set  out  at  8:45 
for  the  United  States  Capitol  where  a 
tour  of  the  building  was  made  under 
special  guides.  We  spent  the  entire 
forenoon  at  the  Capitol,  ending  the 
pleasures  of  the  morning  by  a  trip  to 
the  dome,  where  we  had  an  excellent 
view  of  the  city.

Each  evening  during  the  week  parties 
were  taken  to  the  different  Theaters, 
while  those  who  wished, stayed  at  the 
hotel. 

On  Friday  morning,  with  many  re- 
grets that  the  time  was  so  short,  we 
left  for  Indiana.  We  arrived  home, 
feeling  that  every  hour  of  our  trip 
was  enjoyed,  and  many  expressed  a 
desire  to  go  back  next  year.

Lecture  by  Prof.  Surface. 

Prof.  Surface,  State  Zoologist  and 
instructor  in  State  College,  gave  a 
lecture  in  Normal  Chapel,  Monday 
evening,  May  30,  on  ' '  The  Ethics  of 
Nature  Study."  As  this  subject  has 
been  widely  discussed  and  often  mis- 
understood, it  was  helpful  to  the  stu- 
dents to  hear  it  treated  authoritatively. 
Prof.  Surface  began  his  talk  by  giving 
clear  statements  as  to  the  importance 
of  a  study  of  nature,  showing  that  it 
includes  all  study  of  plant  and  animal 
life  in  practical  problems  which  by 
their  solution  further  human  progress. 
Bacteriology,  biology  and  agriculture 
have  all  been  materially  helped  by 
recent  discoveries.  Then  followed 
statements  as  to  its  pecuniary  value, 
as  experts  command  high  salaries  and 
the  demand  exceeds  the  supply. 

The  greater  part  of  his  lecture, 
however,  was  devoted  to  a  plea  for 
laying  the  foundation  of  this  work  in 
the  elementary  schools  and  emphasiz- 
ing its  ethical  side.  The  love  for  life 
and  the  desire  to  observe  it,  if  trained 
in  children,  produce  results  in  charac- 
ter development  of  great  value.  An 
experience  of  two  years  in  the  schools 
of  Ithaca,  N.  Y.,  gave  material,  in 
letters  and  personal  observation,  to 
justify  Mr.  Surface's  point  of  view 
and  formed  the  basis  of  his  closing 
remarks.

Baccalaureate   Sermon. 

On  Sabbath  morning,  June  26th, 
the  Baccalaureate  sermon  was  deliver- 
ed in  the  Lutheran  church  by  Rev. 
Alfred  Barr,  of  Detroit,  Michigan. 
He  took  as  his  text  the  50th  verse  of 
the  23rd  chapter  of  Luke  :  "  And  he 
was  a  good  man,  and  a  just."  The 
theme  of  the  sermon  was  "Justice," 
and  the  speaker  emphasized  the  fol- 
lowing points:  First,  that  Justice  or 
fair  play  is  fundamental  in  human 
life  and  character.  Second,  that  in 
its  field  of  operation  it  is  universal, 
and,  Third,  that  in  its  operation  it 
protects.  The  preacher  urged  upon 
his  hearers  the    necessity  for  thinking 
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justly,  and  feeling  justly.  He  said 
that  the  ' '  cry  of  the  age  ' '  was  "What 
shall  I  do  to  be  just  ? ' ' 

In  speaking  of  the  safeguards  of 
"justice,"  Mr.  Barr  mentioned  those 
that  were  external,  such  as  just  laws, 
universal  principles,  etc.,  that  have 
have  come  to  be  observed,  but  over 
and  above  all  artificial  laws,  there 
must  be  within  such  a  sense  of  fair 
play  and  just  dealing  as  shall  sweep 
over  and  through  the  individual  like 
a  great  flood  tide.  There  must  be  the 
spirit  of  love,  exemplified  in  the  life, 
such  love  as  Christ  himself  spoke  of, 
and  such  love  as  Paul  calls  the  "  ful- 
fillment of  the  law. ' '  '  'The  Minister  of 
Justice  is  Love." 

The  impression  left  upon  the  hearer 
was  that  the  sermon  was  a  grand  one. 
The  outline  covered  the  subject  well, 
and  all  the  points  were  made  to  center 
on  the  central  theme  of  the  Gospel: 
the  cross  of  Christ.  The  Senior  class 
of  '04  is  to  be  congratulated,  ill  that 
it  has  had  the  privilege  of  listening  to 
such  an  inspiring  address.

In  accomplishing  anything,  it  is  a 
satisfaction  to  feel  that  it  has  been 
better  done  than  at  any  previous  time. 
Certainly  that  is  true  of  the  1904

Thexlass  motto:  "  Know  Thyself," 
hung  above  the  platform  in  letters  of 
black  and  white,  while  the  same  color 
scheme  was  used  in  draping  the  gal- 
lery. Later,  the  class  poet  interpreted 
the  black  as  a  symbol  of  the  tempta- 
tions to  which  the  members  of  the 
class  might  be  exposed/and  the  white 
as  the  virtue  to  which  each  must 
reach. 

Mr.  Creps'  short,  well  delivered 
opening  address  was  followed  by  the 
chorus  trained  by  Miss  Waldo  into 
that  delightful  harmony  which  was 
prophetic  of  the  program"  to  follow. 

Miss  Clark  recited  with  simple  di- 
rectness the  fortunes  of  a  class  which, 
like  other  classes,  has  had  its  sleigh 
rides,  hay  rides  and  troubles,  but  un- 
like them,  has  had  some  unpleasant- 
ness about  its  colors.

It  will  be  in- 
teresting for  those  whose  futures  were 
foretold  to  discuss  them  at  the  ten- 
year  reunion,  which  they  must  be 
sure  to  attend.  Should  the  prophecy 
prove  true,  that  occasion  will  see  a 
most  notable  gathering  of  University 
students,  physicians,  trained  nurses, 
musicians,  authors  and  missionaries, 
whom  Mr.  Ferguson,  as  a  member  of 
the  faculty,  will  entertain  at  his  own 
expense,  while  Mr.  Tiffany,  as  jani- 
tor, will  show  them  politely  over  the 
Model  School. 

Miss  Price's  solo  gave  the  audience 
a  restful  reaction  after  Miss  Swan 
had  wrought  up  a  high  pitch  of  ex- 
citement with  her  very  dramatic  ren- 
dering of  "The  La  Rue  Stakes." 
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Some  occult  knowledge  on  the  part 
of  the  class  is  to  be  suspected  from 
their  selection  of  Miss  Hudson  as 
growler,  and  Miss  James  as  class  poet. 
Miss  Hudson  growled  to  perfection. 
No  rat  terrier  could  have  done  it 
better.  Nothing  suited  her.  The 
members  of  the  class  were  either  too 
tall  or  too  short,  too  fat  or  too  thin; 
all  were  too  ugly.  The  food  did  not 
suit.  The  faculty  were  arbitrary. 
All  of  which  received  emphasis 
through  the  assistance  of  the  class 
artist,  Mr.  Paul  Tiffany,  who  dis- 
played his  wares  at  intervals  through- 
out the  growl,  giving  point  to  Miss 
Hudson's  tirade.

The  Alumni    Banquet    has  now  be- 
come as  much  apart  of  Indiana  as  any 
other  of  the  exercises.      Its  reputation 
is    proved    by    the    attendance,    and 
those    who  wish  to   attend    it    in  the 
future    will    do    well    to    secure  their 
tickets      in      good       season,       since 
tickets  are  not    on    sale  after  neon  on 
Tuesday    of    Commencement     week, 
and  seats  cannot  be  obtained  without 
them . 

Toasts  for  the  evening  were  named 
by  the  toastmaster,  Walter  H.  Jack- 
son '86,  and  were  responded  to  by 
James  B.  Sansom'94,  J.  Wood  Clark, 
Miss  Leonard,  Miss  Vvyman  '04,  and 
Dr.  D.  J.  Waller. 

Mr.  Sansom  discussed  the  "hobbies" 
of  his  own  class;  attributed  his  success 
as  a  newspaper  man  to  his  teachers  at 
Normal.  Miss  Leonard  and  Miss 
Gallaher,  and  assured  the  alumni  that 
the  "  World  is  good  if  you  are  look- 
ing for  good." 

Mr.  Clark  voiced  for  the  alumni 
and  trustees  the  general  appreciation 
of  Mrs.  Carmalt,  who  is  leaving  the 
school  this  year.  He  also  gave  ex- 
pression to  the  earnest  desire  of  the 
trustees  to  make  the  school  as 
nearly  ideal  as  even  the  alumni  could 
wish  it  to  be. 

Miss  Leonard  dwelt  on  the  beauty 
of  a  teacher's  life  and  its  high  joys 
and  the  many  beautiful  friendships 
that  spring  along  its  way  as  its  "  un- 
earned increment." 

Dr.  Waller  referred  to  the  present 
time  as  one  of  "transition"  in  our 
school,  which  is  evidenced  by  the 
going  out  of  old  teachers,  by  changes 
in  the  course  of  study,  and  by  the  new 
buildings.  Transition  must  not  be 
regretted  for  it  implies  unity  and 
identity.  It  is  for  us  to  accept  the 
transition  with  hearty  joyousness, 
remembering  that  it  contains  much  of 
srood  for  the  Old  School. 
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Commencement   Day. 

Cloudy  skies  have  been  rare  on 
Commencement  daws  at  Indiana.  This 
year,  notwithstanding  their  presence, 
the  chapel  was  well  filled  with  the 
friends  and  well  wishers  of  '04  who, 
whatever  the  envious  may  say  to  the 
contrary,  were  at  once  recognized  as 
' '  our  finest  class. ' ' 

As  Salutatorian,  Miss  Belle  Dickie 
drew  a  fine  parallel  between  the  con- 
servation of  matter,  or  force,  in  the 
material  world,  and  in  the  spiritual 
'realm.  Closing  exercises,  she  said, 
are  not  final.  Nothing  is  final,  since 
all  of  life  and  all  of  eternity  are 
ahead.  After  death,  even,  a  good 
teacher's  influence  will  pass  on  in  the 
lives  of  those  whom  he  or  she  has  im- 
pressed. 

Miss  Ellenberger  painted  in  graphic 
terms,  a  Japanese  home  of  tociav. 
She  spoke  of  its  cleanliness,  thrift, 
industry  and  beaut}';  of  its  spirit  of 
hospitality  and  its  well  trained  and 
courteous  children;  of  the  active,  in- 
terested work  of  the  Japanese  women 
under  the  Red  Cross.  Miss  Ellen- 
berger closed  with"  the  quotation, 
"  He  is  a  happy  man,  be  he  king  or 
peasant,  who  finds  peace  in  his  own 
home." 

Mr.  Creps  sketched,  briefly,  the 
life  of  Henry  M.  Stanley,  from  the 
poor  house  to  the  peerage;  the  man 
whose  name  together  with  that  of 
Livingstone  is  written  large  over  the 
face  of  Africa  and  to  whom,  chiefly, 
she  owes  her  recent  rapid  develop- 
ment. Stanley  discovered  the  Congo, 
convinced  foreigners  of  Africa's  pos- 
sibilities and  in  the  making  of  four 
hundred  and  fifty  treaties,  paved  the 
way  for  the  extension  of  European 
civilization  in  that  continent.  His 
most  marked  characteristics  were: 
courage,  persistence  and  a  spirit  of 
lofty  self-sacrifice  in  the  cause  of  hu- 
manity. 

Miss  Edith  Brown  dwelt  at  some 
length  on  the  condition  of  the  woman 
teacher.     She    considers    the    present 


preponderance  of  women  teachers  as 
unfortunate,  at  least  for  the  boys, 
since  an  education  at  the  hands  of 
women,  solely,  will  be  unsymmetrical 
and  will  tend  to  develope  a  boy's  feel- 
ing rather  than  his  reason.  As 
a  method  of  prevention,  Miss  Brown 
invited  the  young  men  to  enter  the 
ranks  of  pedagogy,  saying,  "Be 
Ichabods  if  you  must;  Pestalozzis  if 
you  CAN." 

Miss  Schwartz  made  a  strong  plea 
for  self  help  as  the  best  method  of  de- 
veloping one's  powers  and  of  helping 
others.  The  best  teachers  are  those 
who  stimulate  their  pupils  to  self  help. 
We  are  not  to  be  commended  because 
we  COMMAND  success,  but  because  we 
DESERVE  it,  and  must  ever  be  active 
agents  in  our  own  well-being  and  well 
doing. 

In  the  recitation  given  by  Miss 
Phyllis  Moorhead,  the  audience  cer- 
tainly enjoyed  a  great  treat.  The 
selection  rendered,  "  His  Mother's 
Sermon,"  by  Ian  M'Claren,  has  be- 
come a  classic,  by  reason  of  its  deeply 
human  elements  and  the  author's 
exquisite  English.  Miss  Moorhead's 
rendering  formed  a  perfect  setting  for 
this  literary  gem. 

Following  Miss  Moorhead,  Miss 
Wagner  discussed  the  history  of  art 
and  its  value  in  education.  Its  re- 
fining influence  reacts  upon  the  moral 
as  well  as  the  intellectual  man.  The 
end  sought  through  art  should  be 
that  "outward  beauty  maybe  the 
revelation  of  an  inward  perieetion." 

The  Valedictorian,  Miss  Sara 
Bruce,  delivered,  finely,  a  most  beau- 
tiful eulogy  on  "Work."  Work 
laid  upon  Adam  as  he  left  Eden, 
brought  in  its  train  the  most  perfect 
compensation  since  the  reward  is  "to 
him  that  overcometh. ' '  A  great  work 
may  not  open  to  all  the  class  of  '04, 
but  there  will  be  SOME  work  for  each, 
which  will  bring  its  own  joy,  and  if 
left  undone  by  that  one,  can  never  be 
accomplished  by  another.  It  is 
enough  if  the  work  done  is  one's  OWN 
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work.  "  Those  who  are  faithful  over 
a  few  things  shall  be  ruler  over 
many." 

The  exercises  were  varied  by  much 
delightful  vocal  and  instrumental 
music,  all  so  fine  that  space  will  not 
permit  special  mention,  except  to  con- 
gratulate both  performers  and  in- 
structors upon  it,  and  to  thank  them 
for  the  pleasure  they  gave  to  all  pres- 
ent. 

At  the  close  of  the  exercises, 
diplomas  were  presented  by  Dr.  Wal- 
ler to  graduates  of  the  regular  course; 
to  the  two-year  teachers;  to  graduates 
from  the  Commercial  Course  and  to 
Miss  Ruthe  Forney,  who  had  com- 
pleted the  Course  in  Music.

Leonard  Hall  Cornerstone. 

At  sunset  of  June  25  we  laid  the  cor- 
nerstone of  our  new  recitation  hall,  so 
fitly  named  for  the  teacher  who  stands 
pre-eminent  amongst  all  the  teachers 
who  have  come  and  gone  since  the 
opening  of  the  Normal. 

The  cornerstone  of  Leonard  Hall,  a 
great  block  of  brown  sandstone,  bears 
on  its  face  the  figures,  '04,  and  in  the 
tin  box  which  it  incloses,  some  dis- 
coverer or  vandal  of  2904  may  find 
Miss  Leonard's  picture,  the  class  roll, 
and  other  curious  and  confusing  relics 
of  a  bygone  age. 

The  vSeniors,  marched  down  the 
walk  from  the  north  door,  Indiana 
Song  Books  in  hands,  and  led  by  the 
president,  Mr.  Creps.  "  Here's  to 
Dear  Old  Normal  "  rang  out  sweetly 
on  the  still  evening  air,  and  after  it 
Mr.  J.  Wood  Clark,  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  made  a  delightful  opening  ad- 
dress, in  a  fine,  clear  voice  that  reached 
his  farthest  hearers. 

Mr.  Clark  referred  to  the  new 
building  as  a  characteristic  expression 
of  the  thoroughly  progressive  spirit 
and  policy  of  the  Indiana  Normal 
School,  and  prophesied  an  attendance 
of  a  thousand  in  the  next  three  years. 

The  latter  part  of  the  address  was  a 
most  beautiful    tribute    to  the  woman 


whose  splendid  intellect,  and  special 
fitness  for  her  work  make  her  one 
among  a  thousand — Miss  Leonard. 

Dr.  Waller  dwelt  upon  the  great  - 
heartedness,  the  courage,  the  wisdom 
of  the  men,  who  in  the  face  of  the 
deepest  discouragement,  even  to  the 
necessity  of  pledging  their  personal 
property,  determined  to  start  this 
school,  and  planned  our  first  building 
upon  lines  as  honest,  as  commodious, 
and  as  fit  as  they  could  have  been 
built  if  those  men  had  been  backed  by 
the  treasury  of  the  State.  He  named 
especially  Mr.  John  W.  Sutton,  Mr. 
A.  W.  Wilson  and  Judge  Silas  M. 
Clark,  men  of  prophetic  vision,  whose 
real  memorial  stands,  not  in  the  ceme- 
tery, but  in  this  school  and  in  the 
lives  of  those  who  have  attended  it.  . 

In  concluding,  Dr.  Waller  paid  a 
tribute  to  Miss  Leonard,  no  less  force- 
ful than  Mr.  Clark's.  He  spoke  of 
her  as  the  finest  teacher  of  English 
Literature  whom  he  had  ever  known 
in  his  long  experience  as  an  educator; 
one  who  gave  to  her  pupils  the  real 
spirit  of  a  selection;  whose  fund  of 
general  information  was  a  well  far 
more  valuable  to  her  pupils  than  en- 
slavement to  the  pages  of  even  the 
best  text  book. 

"  But,"  he  said,  "  we  admire  Miss 
Leonard  for  her  youthfulness  of  heart 
even  more  than  for  her  intellect.  It 
is  this,"  Dr.  Waller  repeated,  "that 
gives  her  power  so  perfectly  to  under- 
stand her  girls  on  every  side  of  their 
lives.  For  what  she  has  done, 
the  Normal  School  and  its 
alumni  must  ever  remain  her  debtor; 
for  the  things  of  the  spirit  can  never 
be  paid  for,  by  either  organizations  or 
individuals." 

In  closing,  Dr.  Waller  remarked 
that  it  was  fitting  that  Leonard  Hall 
should  look  down  "Lovers'  Lane," 
even  if  it  slightly  curtailed  it,  for, 
though  obliged  on  occasion  to  nip 
some  budding  fancies  in  the  bud,  Miss 
Leonard,  like  "  all  the  world,"  "loves 
a  lover. ' ' 
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Normal   Notes. 


No  other  improvement  put  on  the 
ground  in  the  last  ten  years  can  com- 
pare in  appearance  or  in  the  comfort 
it  gives,  with  our  new  cement  walk. 
The  walk  connects  the  north  door 
with  the  Oakland  Avenue  walk  at 
Mr.  Elkin's  corner.  It  is  broad  and 
well  made  and  graded;  handsome,  as 
well  as  of  good  construction.  Only  those 
who  have  waded  the  mud  and  snow 
between  the  North  door  and  the 
Model  School  can  truly  appreciate  the 
debt  which  future  students  owe  to  the 
trustees  whose  wise  grasp  of  the  situa- 
tion has  provided  us  this  way  for  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  students  and 
visitors,  all  of  whom  constantly  use 
the  North  door:  our  real  front  entrance. 

A  change  is  being  made  in  the  road 
on  the  grounds,  in  order  to  make  it 
convenient  to  Leonard  Hall.  As 
planned  at  present,  the  road  enters 
the  grounds  just  below  the  Model 
School,  swings  to  the  east  of  the 
buildings,  cuts  the  lawn  below  the 
shrubbery  and  joins  the  old  road  on 
the  South  side  of  the  building.
